DEATH OF MR A G. SANDEMAN, 


Mr, Albert George Sandeman, whose 
death, in his ninetieth year, at bBexhill-on- 
Sea was recently announced, was head of 
the firm that bears his name, having suc- 
ceeded his father as senior partner in 1868. 
He became Chairman of the Limited Com. 
pany which took over the business in 1902, 
i that position till the time of his 
dea 


He was the eldest son of the late Mr. 
George Glas Sandeman, formerly of Hayling 
Island, Hants. He married in 1856 the 
eldest daughter of the Viscount da Torre de 
Moneorvo who was for many years the 
Portuguese Minister in London, who sur- 
vives him | 
In 1886 Mr. Sandeman was elected a direc- 
tor of the Bank of England, and Governor 
in 1895-1897, and was a director for over 
fifty years. He celebrated his diamond 
wedding day in the year 1916. In 1872 he 
was High Sheriff of Surrey; he was also one 
of His Majesty's Commissioners of Liev- 
tenancy for the City of London; a Commis- 
sioner of Income Tax for the City of Lon- 
don, and President of the London Changber 
of Commerce in 1898. For many years he 
was Chairman of the London Dock Company, 
and a director of the London Assurance: 
also Moaior of the 12th Middlesex (Civil Ser 
vice) Pife Volunteers. He received the 
Crand Cross of the Royab Order of Villa 


Vicoza, and was a Commendador of the 
Order of Christ in Portugal.

OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION TO 
THE FREE STATE. 


The following has been communicated to 
the Irish Government by the Nobel Com- 
mittee of the Norwegian Parliament :— 

All proposals of candidates for the Nobel 
Peace Prize, which is to be distributed De- 
cember 10th, 1923, must, in order to be taken 
into consideration, be laid before the Nobel 
Committee of the Norwegian Parliament by 
a duly qualified person before the Ist of 
February, 1925. 

Any one of the following persons is held 
to be duly qualified; (a) Members and late 
members of the Nobel Committee of the Nor- 
vegian Parliament. as well as the advisers 
appotnted at the Norwegian Nobe! Institute: 
'b) Members of Parliament and members of 
Government of the different States, as weil 
as Members of the Interparliamentary Union ; 
(e) Members of the Internationa] Arbitration 
Court at the Hague; (4d) Members of the 
Commission of the Permanent Internationai 
Peace. Bureau; (e) Members and Associates 
of the Institute of International Law; (f) 
University Professors of Politica) Science 
and of Law, of History and of Philosophy: 
and (gó) Persons who have received the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

The Nobel Peace. Prize may also be ac- 
corded to institutions or associations. 

According to the Code of Statutes. Par. 8, 
the erounda upon which anv proposal is made 
wet be stated. and handed in along with 
euch papers and other documents as may 
therein he referred to. 

According to Par. 3, every written work. 
to qualify for a prize, must have appeared 
in print,

OLYMPIC GAMES. 
igieailies antes 
LORD CADOGAN AND THE 
BRITISH COMPETITORS. 


From Ovr Own CorRESPONDENT. 
| LONDON, Wedneaday. 

Among the distinguished company presided 
over by the Earl Cadogan at the luncheon 
given by the British Olympic Association at 
the Savoy Hotel, London, yesterday, were 
Viscounts Curzon and Carson, the Hon. Lionel 
Tennyson, James Blair, P. G. Baker, B. D. G. 
Rudd, Lord Decies, Howard Baker, and P. F. 
Warner. 

Earl Cadogan said that a great many people 
did not see eye to eye with the association 
over the Olympic Games, but, nevertheless, 
there was an overwhelming opinion among’ 
those responsible for their organisation, and 
especially among the athietes taking part in 
the Games, that Great Britain should partici- 
pate. 

For the first time in the history of the Olym- 
pic Games the business had been taken up in 
time, as the Games would not be held until 
the middle of June, 1924, in Paris. With 
1,500,000 unemployed, the Committee felt that 
it was not right to ask people to snbsacribe 
to athletic sports They would look after that 


part. 

We intend, said Lord Cadogan, to produce 
the greatest and best team from al] branches 
of amateur sport to represent Great Britain, 
and to provide our representatives with proper 
equipment, training, housing and general com- 
ort. 

Lord Cadogan announced that the King had 
accepted the position of Patron of the Associa- 
tion, and has subscribed £100 towards the 
funds, and that the Prince of Wales, the Duke 
of York. and Prince Henry had consented to 
act as Vice-Patrons, and have each anbscribed 
£20. The principal thing, he said, was to see 
that England would not be represented at 
the Olympic Games of 1924 by a scratch team. 
It was unthinkable that England should stand 
out when the Games were taking place, or 
that the greatest sporting nation should throw 
up the sponge.

DEATH FROM BURNS.

THE QUESTION OF REGISTRATION 


An inqnest was held at Sir Patrick Dun's 
Hospital, Dublin, yesterday afteraoon, on the 
body of Mary ‘Teresa Power, ag four 
months, a child, who died on the pre- 
vious day. : 
The Coro@er said that the child was deli- 
cate from birth, and when they heard the 
medical evidence the jury would see that there 
was no neglect. He held the inquest be- 
cause, under the Infantile Protection Act, any 
person who t care of a child for reward 
was bound to be registered. In this case the 
nurse stated that she went to get registered, 
but that the registration was not carried out. 
Mrs. Margaret Derepsey, No. 1 Upper Erne 
street, stated that she received the child from 
Miss Cruise, Chairman of St. Patrick's Home 
and Nursery College, 39 Mountjoy square, on 
September 12, to nurse for reward. The 
child was delicate and took convulsions five 
days later, when she took it to Sir Patrick 
Dun’s Hospital, -vhere it was detained for a 
month. During November and December it 
was also treated at 50 Middle Abbey street. 
On the 9th the child became very il! and 
she fook it to the hospital, bat it was dead 
on its arrival there. 
The foreman said that he regarded it as 
very serions that the nurse was not regis- 
tered, and he thought there was neglect on 
the part of those who were responsible tor 
the registration, : 
The Coroner said that it was so seriogs 
that he was holding the inqoiry. 

Dr. Robinson, house surgeon, stated that, as 
a result of post-mortem, if was found thet 
death was due to cardiac failure. There was 
no neglect, and the child died from natural 
canses. 

The jury returned a verdict to this effect.

The collapse of the 
milling industry would be almost the last 
straw. In conjunction with the paralysis 
of the ports it would deal ancther 
stunning blow at the rapidly weakening 
credit of .,he State. 

The contention that Irish workers ought 
to be paid at a higher rate than British 
workers is obviously absurd, Britain is 
rich, while Ireland is comparatively poor. 
Britain has peace, while Ireland is 
torn by a disastrous conflict. In the 
circumstances there can be no excuse for 
the refusal of organised Labour to accept 
a reduction in wages which is essential 
to the continued existence of Irish in 
dustry. Take the case of the railways 
They are virtually ruined ;. and the atti. 
tude of their workers, who refused to 
sacrifice a penny to keep them alive, is 
largely to blame for their sorry plight. 
Will the dockers be so foolish now as to 
follow this lead? Belfast is panting for 
work. Harbour dues aro less than they 
are in Dublin while berthage facilities ars 
at least as good. The very first result of 
a dockers’ strike in Dublin will be the 
diversion of an enormous volume of traflic 
to the Northern port ; and in the long run 
the Dublin workers will be glad to go back 
to their jobs at almost any price. Irish 
Labour must recognise the facts of the 
economic situation. The trade of the Free 
State is in a bad way, and if is getting 
worse instead of better. If ihe present 
campaign of destruction lasts another six 
months, national bankruptcy will be 
perilously near; then there will be no big 
wages for anybody.

The League of Nations. 

The League of Nations was three years 
old yesterday. Its third birthday was 
clouded by a rebuff at Lausanne. The 
Turks still refuse to permit’ the presence 
of & representative of the League in Con- 
stantinople, although, under pressure 


from the Allies, they have made some F 


concessions to the non-Christian minorities. 
Rebuffs are not unknown to the League 
of Nations; yet it can survey the work 
of the last three years without pessimism. 
The hopes which it has disappointed were 
bound to be disappointed, because they 
were excessive—one of the world’s always 
earnest, but nearly always futile, reactions 
from the horrors of war. Those whose ex- 
pectations were more sober, as being based 
on some study of human nature and of 
history, will not be disappointed with the 
League's total of achievement. That it 
has survived at all is something; that it 
has asserted a begrudged, but steadily 
increasing, influence in the affairs of 
Europe is @ good deal. Already the 
League has done some solid and notable 
things. It has settled the Upper 
Silesian frontier between Poles and 
Germans—a task which had defeated all 
the efforts of the Supreme Council. Last 
year the League came to the rescue of 
starving and desperate Austria, where, 
again, the Supreme Council had mot with 
no success. Its work is still unfinished, 
but the prospects are distinctly encourag- 
ing. The news from Vienna no longer 
is a monotonous tale of woe. A great 
loan has been raised under the Leagues 
auspices, The Austrian krone has been 
dragged out of the depths and the cost 
of living has been reduced. In other parts 
of Central and Eastern Europe the League 
has helped to conserve a precarious peace 
by the settlement of minor disputes. Its 
international] labour in fields which are 
not strictly political has received less 
attention than it deserves. The League 
has done @ vast amount of spade-work in 
the departments of health, transit and 
economics, and this work is now waiting 
to be made effective by the driving-force 
of internationa] agreement. It is the lack 
of such driving-force that still keeps the 
League from being what it ought to be— 
the arbiter of the peace of a tired and 
suffering world. Nevertheless, it is not 
losing ground and every new achievement 
extends the scope of its influence. At the 
end of three years it can claim that, while 
it still may be rebuffed, its existence 
cannot be ignored, That is no small 
triumph for an organisation which con- 
tinues to be crippled by the absence from 
its counsels of Germany, Russia and the 
United States. 


Ametica and Europe. 

President Harding’s decision to with- 
draw the American Army of Occupation 
from the Rhine will be acclaimed widely 
as a sharp rebuke to the French, Actually, 
ithe American forces at Coblentz, consisting 
of barely a thousand troops, with, per- 
haps, four times that number of sisters, 
cousins and aunts, have been on the point 
of leaving for the last six months. The 
President was being urged to withdraw 
them for ge number of reasons. One was 
their demoralising remoteness from the 
healthier atmosphere of Prohibition. 
Another was the complaint that the 
American Commander-in-Chief at Coblentz 
was becoming, in his attitude to the Ger- 
mans, “more French than the French 
themselves.” This final disappearance 
from the European stage of the last 
evidences of America’s tardy, but de- 
cisive, entrance into the world's greatest 
war suggests a definite return to her pre- 
war attitude of aloofness from Europe's 
politics. To any who know the United 
States and the conditions under which its 
people live, such aloofness must seem 
both natural and justifiable. Yet, whether 
they understand the American attitude or 
not, the Allied nations wil] not forget 
that America came out of her shel] and 
threw her millions of men and unlimited 
resources into the scale against Kaiserism 
aud all that it implied. Europe, despite 
her present troubles, will not cease to be 
grateful to the United States. She will 
ask the United States, in return, not to 
expect her to display, at a wave of the 
Presidential pen, a long category of un- 
familiar virtues. Generalities such as 
those uttered by Senator Borah suggest 
too strongly the righteous attitude of the 
Pharisee. America can help Europe to 
settle her difficulties in the near future 
or she can hold aloof. She must not 
expect the poor European to become a 
plaster saint as a pre-requisite to the 
receipt of practical assistance or good 
advice. If Europe conld become the 
plaster saint of Senator Borah’s vision, 
she would not need either the one or the 
other, 


Shipbuilding. 

Returns issued by Lloyd's 
to the end of December show a slight 
decrease in the tonnage of merchant 
shipping under construction in Great 
Britain and Ireland, as compared with the 
previous quarter, but a gratifying increase 
in the tonnage of new ships begun. This 
increase, for the first time in two years, 
brings the total tonnage of new construc- 
tion to within measurable distance of the 
tonnage launched. The total tonnage 
under construction on December 3st, 
1922, still compares very unfavourably 
with the average tonnage under construc- 
tion in pre-war days—1,890,000 tons in 
the twelve months preceding the war—but 
shows, nevertheless, a gratifying improve- 
ment. New orders were given reluctantly ; 
but co-operation between the workmen, 
who have accepted heavy “cuts” in their 
wages without more than a grumble, and 
the shipbuilders, who have taken contracts 
at a price that allows of virtually no 
profit, has producéd the desired result. 
The shipbuilding industry is stil] far 
from flourishing, but complete restoration 
cannot be postponed for many years. 
During the war the seas were filled with 
merchant tonnage, greatly in excess of the 
world’s normal necessities. Ships wear 
out, however ; surplus tonnage 
begins to run low, and the shipbuilders 
are coming into their own again. The 
shipbuilding firms in Great Britain and 
Ireland have no cause to be dissatisfied 
with their share of the work. The tonnage 
under construction in the rest of the 
world’s: yards is only 100,000 tons in 
excess of what they have in hands. In 
& word, there is reason to hope that the 
shipbuilding industry both in Great

The wagon on which it is built is one of 
the heavy type ‘used on the main South 
African line. It weighs some 30 tons and 
carries its gas generating plant and internal 
combustion. engines. These furnish power to 
the electric motors, which provide’ the actual 
tractive power, controlled exactly as that ol 
a tramcar is controlled. 

What is known as a suction gas producer 
has been built up from an old boiler shell, the 

lates being welded together so as to provide 
the necessary airtight joints. This is lined 
inside with bricks, and on top is a water 
container. 

Cinders or slack from waste dumps are fed 
into the fire-box at the bottom of this struc- 
ture, and soon after lighting up sufficient heat 
is generated to liberate the gases latent in 
these ashes. 

By means of a blower gas and steam pass 
through a vaporiser into a scrubber, where 
this ‘‘ suction gas’ is cooled and purified and 
freed from its tar and other heavy con- 
stituents. 

The gas then passes into the internal com- 
bustion engines, and the latter drive a dynamo, 
which in turn generates the current and drives 
the train. The internal combustion engines 
were taken from an old whippet tank, and the 
rest of the fittings are to match. 
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On the first experimental run a aneed of 20 
miles an hour was obtained, and it is Leheved 
that it could be possible to make 1p a mixed 
train of 225 horse-power and to run ‘t for 150 
miles on half a dozen bags of waste “ char '— 
in other words, to run it for next to nothing. 

Particularly valuable will such trains be on 
branch lines—lines which at the moment exist 
only to lose money by reason of the small 
traffic and the high cost of working. . 

I talked to one of the officials alout the 
invention while watching it at work. It- was 
carrying its fuel in a couple of bags. “' Those 
bags cost perhaps ód. apiece to fill,” he said, 
“and that is the only charge for fuel, ”

LONDON, Wednesday. 
Sensation followed sensation to-day when 
mystery surrounding the barricaded 
house at 24 Park road, Regent’s Park, was 
solved by the police, For more than a week 
the’ police had watched night and day the 
strange behaviour of Mr. Cecil Maltby, the 
44-year-old tailor, who occupied this hotise, 
and for several days the police had associated 
the disappearance of Mrs. Middleton with 
this mystery .residence, which is close to 
Regent's Park. 

The first action of the police| to-day was 
taken at 11 o'clock, when, with the aid of the 
Marylebone Borough Council, they obtained 
from Mr. Symmons, the Marylebone magis- 
trate, a warrant to enter the house. -Two 
hours later a squad of police and detectives, 
under Superintendent McKay, appeared in 
Park road, and in the presenco of a large 
crowd which quickly collected they broke 
open the shop door. i 

A large crowd witnessed the entry from 
the street, and remained there during the, 
afternoon and evening, but they saw no 
egns of the tragedy within. The police 
made the following statement to Press repre- 
sentatives in the house later in the day :— 


AN ENTRY FORCED. 

At 1.15 p.m. police officers and the Medical 
Officer of Health for Marylebone forced an 
entry into No. 24 Park road,. Regent’s Park, 
and proceeded upstairs to the top floor front 
room, where they saw the dead body of Cecil 
Arthur Maltby lying on his bed with a bullet 
wound in the head. He had just committed 
suicide, and a revolver was in his hand. In 
the back room of the same floor ‘in -a bath 
was the dead and decomposed body of a 
woman, believed to be identical with Mrs. 
‘liddleton. ‘The body of the woman was 
wrapped in bed linen. She had apparently 
been dead for some time—severa! weeks, and 
possibly months. There is nothing at the

Reuter’s Correspondent at Washington adds 
that, in announcitig the decision to withdraw 
the American troops from the Rhine the State 
Department said that the President deemed 
the time expedient for the recall of the forces. 

The announcement was preceded by a con: 
ference at the White House. which was at- 
tended by Mr. Hughes and Mr. Weeks, Sec- 
retary for War. 

The American forces in the Coblentz area 
number about 1,000 officers and men. 

It is understood that the transport St. 
Mihiel is leaving New York at once for 
Antwerp to bring back the troops. 

Senator Reed (Missouri), during the debate 
in the Senate. advocated the recall of Mr. 
Boyden, the unofficial American representa- 
tive on the Reparation Commission, declaring 
that “an unofficial representative, or an un- 
ofscial meddler, is capable of doing as much 
Farm as an unofficial spokesman.” 

Senator Reed congratulated the Administra- 
tion on the order for the withdrawal of the 
American troops on the Rhine. : 

Recalling the fact that last’ week it was 
officially asserted, apparently on behalf of the 
Administration, that the American forces 
should remain in Germany, be declared: ‘‘ But 
events have moved rapidly. and within a few 
hours it has been decided to bring the 
troops home." 

An Exchange New York message says that 
Mr. Weeks states that approximately fifty 
troops will be left in Cologne to dispose of 
the untransportable property. 

Mr. Weeks revealed the fact that the United 
States, when they protested against the 
seizure of the Rhur. informed France that the 
American forces would be withdrawn if the 
movement into the Rhur was started.

A VIGOROUS EXISTENCE. 


| Lord Rebert Cecil, in the course of a special 
article in The Times, says :-—Yesterday, the 
10th of January, was the third anniversary of 
the birth of the League of Nations. It has 
completed three years of a chequered, but 
vigorous, existence. The occasion 1s, perhaps, 
Yin for a review of what it has done in 
the past vear, and for a survev of what may 
be hoped from it in the year which is to come. 

In all those departments of its work wich 
are generally thought of as ‘‘ international co- 
operation ’’—its social ang humanitarian 
activities, its work against the illicit traffic 
in drugs, against the traffic in women and 
children, the work of the International Labour 
Office, of the transit organisation, the health 
organisation, and the rest—it has achieved 
more than could have been hoped for. Bar— 
what is far more important—the League has 
carried into its political activities the same 
methods of objective and impartial co-opera- 
tion which have brought success in the simpler 
affairs of its technical and social commissions.

The Press -Association’s Special Correspon- 
dent. telegraphs:—The negotiations fer the 
funding of Great Britain's $4,000,000,000 war 
debt to the United States were resumed to- 
day by Mr. Stanley Baldwin, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and his colleagues, with indica- 
tions that the American Government is pre- 
pared to agree to a tentative settlement on 
more liberal terms than those prescribed by 
Congress. 

It is becoming evident that the Government 
authorities are convinced, on the basis of the 

reliminary negotiations with the British 
Mission, that it would be impossible to effect 
a general settlement of its $11,000,060,000 war 
debts within the limitations laid. down by 
Congress. In any event, Mr. Baldwin's con- 
vincing exposition of Great Britain’s case has 
created a most favourable impression in 
Government. and Congressional circles, and 
further negotiations are expected. to continue 
in the highest spirit of good-will and under- 
standing on both sides. 

Congress will be asked, probably within a 
week, to broaden the powers of the American 
Debt Funding Commission, according to 
Senator Snoot, one of the Commissioners.

Fierce 
winds gather up the dry sands into whirling 
pillars of disaster, or drive it before them in 
a blinding and suffocating fog, rasping the 
lungs of men and the machinery of cars. Nor 
is the Sahara a flat plain along which, when 
weather permits, a straight course may be 
steered from oasis to oasis. It is a rugged 
country, scarred and carved by the erosion of 
water in the past, of blown sand in the 
present. The contours are disturbed by deep 
ravines and lofty hills. The traveller bas to 
thread a devious way, now over shifting 
drifts of sand, now over the black teeth of the 
aaked rocks, 

That men could endure snch a journey 
seems wonderful, that machines have con- 
quered it a miracle.

At the annnal meeting of the General 
Council, which followed, Senator Pr, We 
Kenny was unanimously elected Chairman for 
the ensuing year, on the motion of Mr. 
O'Farrell, seconded by Me. J. Walsh (Kil- 
kenny). 

Fa beating thanks for his election, Mr. 
Kenny said that the Council was a most im- 
portant body. It represented the vital in- 
terests of the whole country, more especially 
agriculture, which was the backbone of the 
industrial life of. the country. If agricul- 
ture. and all that it denoted, were not ma 
healthy condition, the effect would be felt on 
other industries. In the towns and cities, he 
said, there was a general impression that the 
agricultural industry was thriving. Agricul- 
tnre was, at the present time, very depressed, 
and it went: without saying that the whele 
industrial life of the country would feel the 
effect. It would require.a very definite stand 
to be taken by legislative bodies to nurse the 
industry back to the thriving, prosperous 

sition it was in a few years ago. 

i the motion of Mr. M. O’ Brennan (Ros- 
common), seconded by Mr.-L. J. Dalton, Mr. 
P. T. Daly was elected Vice-Chairman. 

Un sr the draft constitution, rules and 
Standing Orders, which were submitted for 
consideration, it was agreed that each County 
Council. being a member of the General 
Council, may elett two representatives. 
County Councils representing a population >t 
more than 150,000 may elect thtee representa- 
tives, and those reoresenting a population of 
more than 200,000 four representatives... lt 
was decided that this provision should not be 
put into farce until after the next County 
Council elections. 

The new Standing Orders were adopted, an 
the motien of the Chairman, seconded by Mr. 
Walsh. 

ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr, Kenny having to leave for the Senate, 
Mr. P. T. Daly took the chair, and a recom- 
from the. Executive Committee, 
nroposed by Mr. Kenny and seconded by Mr. 
Walsh, was adopted,. impréssing.on . the. Go- 
vernment, and on-eaclr County and District 
Council, the need for improving roads gene- 
rally, thereby affording employment, and re- 
storing the roads to a satisfactory standard. 

lt was resolved, on the motion of Mr. Daly. 
seconded ‘by Mr. Walsh :—'‘ That the Local 
Government Department be requested to ap- 
point a representative Commission to take 
inte consideration the entire question of the 
control and maintevarice of roads, and the 
taxation of the road users.’ It was also 
agreed that a deputation ffom the Irish 
County Councils’ General Council should wait 
upon Mr. Blythe, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, to-day (Thursday), 

Mr. J. Walsh proposed that the Council 
should suggest to the Ministers of Local Go- 
vertinent and of Finance that, when a suit- 
able time. arrived, they should propose legis- 
lation on the following lines :— 

The Free State Treasury to supply— 
‘(a) 50 per cent. expenses of trunk roads; 
‘“(b) A sum equal to yield of suggested 

and steam tractor taxes to the Roads 
improvement Fund. 

" (c) Steam rollers, stone crushers, scari- 
fiers, steam drills, et¢., to be stored at con- 
venient centres for hiring out to impecunious 
Counts Councils.” 

Mr. Dalton seconded the motion, and, after 
discussion, it was deferred until the next 
meeting of the Couneil. 

Dyring the discussion, ; 
Local Government Department, stated that 
there had been no Commission appointed as 
vet to deal with the roads. The whole qnes- 
tion of the roads had been taken ep in de- 
tail The Government had gone into the 
matter, and it had found that we had two 
and a half times as many by-roads in Ireland 
as in any other country in Europe. Trunk 
roads in the past had been built chiefty for 
military purposes, and it would be the object 
of the Government to develop trunk roads for 
the purpose of improving trade in the in- 
terior of the country. Good roads would not 
only prove of assistance in the commercial 
development of the country, but the eonstruc- 
tion of them would also help to relieve un- 
employment, and would do away with doles 
under the unemployment scheme.

A LIMERICK PROTEST. 


At a largely-attended meeting of the moto: 
owners of Limerick City and County, held in 
the Royal George Hotel on 6th inst., the 
following resolution’ was unanimously passed, 
and copies were directed to be sent to the 
President of the Irish Free State, the Minister 
lor Local Government, the local M P.'s, and 
the Press :— 

Proposed by T. D. Atkinson, Esq., Glen- 
william Castle, Bailingarry, County Limerick, 
and seconded and resolved— 

“That it is not correct to state, as has been 

done, that no complaint has been made by 
motor-car owners as to the excessive amount 
of the tax; that it is well-known‘ to members 
of the Government that motorists refused to 
pay any tax whatsoever during recent years; 
that the tax has prevented the use of motors 
to a large extent, with consequent unemploy- 
ment in the trade, and prevents the purchase 
of new cars; that restrictions on travelling, 
bad roads, and excessive cost of upkeep of cars 
on Irish roads, make it monstrous to even tax 
motors in this country, not to ak of 
practically the same imposition as in England, 
where excellent roads are to be found, and 
where it is a pleasure to use a car. 
_ “That, pending a change to tax on petrol, 
which this meeting is unanimously in favour 
of, it is determined that such ‘taxation will 
continue, the motor tax should be reduced by 
at least 50 per cent., and the liability therefor 
postponed for at least three months; that a 
reduced tax would give a decided fillip to the 
trade by encouraging the purchase of new 
cars, induce owners to take out annual 
licences, when otherwise a large nnmber will 
continue to lay up their cars (in other words, 
reduction of tax would lead to ‘increased 
revenue), and reduce unemployment.’’ 

It was further resolved that motor tax- 
payers should have representation on the 
Road Board about to be set up to spend their 


money.

BRITISH FARMERS TO TAKE 
ACTION. 


The National Farmers’ Union pr a to 
press its point that the British farmer should 
not be disqualified from tendering for the 
supply of meat to the Services, and that 
everything else being equal preference shall be 
given to home-fed meat. 
_ Whatever the reply made by Lieutenant. 
Colonel the Hon. F. S. Jackson, Financial 
Secretary of the War Office to the farmers’ 
deputation which is to wait upon him, the 
Government, they say, has no fair ground for 
its policy. There is no excuse whatever for 
action which seems to shut out the British 
farmer from competing with the foreign im. 
porter by advertising tenders for descriptions 
of meat which only the foreigner can supply. 
This meat, which is favoured with the prefer- 
ence of the War Office and Admiralty. is 
frozen or chilled meat. It is the habit of the 
British Government nowadays to invite 
tenders for the supply only of frozen foreign 
meat for the Navy and Army, a state of

One of the latest examples of this ludicrous 
kind of economy relates to the troops at 
Chichester Barracks, and Sir William Bird in 
the House of Commons has directed the atten- 
tion of the War Office to the matter asking 
whether it was the intention of the Govern.

SHOOTING OF MR. JOYCE 


CORONER’S INQUIRY OPENED. 


An inquiry into the death of Mr. Walter 
mná of Córa, Mountbellew, who was 
fired at on Sunday last whilst walking from 
hié residence to Mass, receiving fatal injuries, 
was opehed by Mr. J. C. Conroy, Coroner, in 
St. Bride’s Home, Galway, yerterday. 

The Coroner said that he feared that, after 
hearing the doctor's evidence, it would be 
necessary to adjourn the inquiry, as witnesses 
who had bet suttimotiéd had apparently been 
unable to attend. ire á night. a tele- 
ram was sent to Mobntbellew for the. late 

r. Joyce's man servant and other witnesses, 
but, as the wires werd broken, it was not 
known whether it had reached its destination. 
He understood also that al] the roads leading 
out of Mountbellew’ had been trenched. so 
that it was quite rt that even if, the 

arties@had received the telegram they would 
te unable to travel. 

The first witness was Dr. O'Malley, who 
said that Mr. Joyce arrived in hospital shortly 
after midnight on Sunday. He was suffering 
from gunshot wounds in the left forearm and 
in the left side of the abdomen. There was 
considetable internal hemorrhage, and Mr. 
Jovce was in great pain. There was one large 
wound in the abdomen, which appeared to 
have been caused by a sing. Mr. Joyce told 
him that only one shot had been fired. He 
had lost a considerable quantity of blood. 
Death was due to shock and hemorrhage. The 
witness produced a Prayer Book riddled with 
shot, which Mr. Joyce was carrying when ‘the 
shot was fired, 

Mr. Joyce, Carrick-on-Shannon, identified 
the body as that of his brother. In reply to 
the Coroner, he said that be was aware that 
his brother had had disoufes with persons in 
the locality about land from time to time. 

The inquest will be resumed at 4.30 p.m. 
to-day. 4

@OCAL GOVERNMENT 
INQUIRY. 


The inguiry by Messrs. Seumas Murphy and 
Sean Magrath, Local Government Department 
inspectors, into the administration of Cork 
Union by the Vice-Guardians, was resumed 
yesterday morning. 

At the outset, Mr. Langford complained 
that a letter from the Minister of Local 
Government, allowing the Vice-Guardians to 
continue for two months, was never read at 
the Board of Guardians meeting. That letter, 
he said, was in the possession of the Chairman 
of the Board, and was dated 11th December, 
and he suggested that the reason why the 
Board were not represented at the inquiry was 
that they had no official knowledge of the 
letter. He asked for the production of the 
Chairman of the Board. 

Mr. John Cotter, Clerk of the Union, was 
the first witness. He said that previous to 
instructions not to recognise the British Local 
Government Board he carried out the work in 
accordance with the regulations of the Local 
Government Board. 

In reply to the Chairman he said that since 
the advent of the Vice-Guardians he kept no 
minutes excepting the monthly meeting of the 
Guardians. He kept no minutes of proceedings 
of the Vice-Guardians. 

Under the appointment of the Vice- 
Guardians financial business was reserved for 
the full Board, and that met once a month to 
transact business—that is, to pay accounts. 
Accounts for payment were examined, in the 
first instance, by the Vice-Guardians, and sent 
on for payment to a monthly meeting of the 
fall Board. (he Vice-Guardians, of course, 
kept a subsidiary account, and paid direct, 
themselves, out of that account. 

What contro] did the Vice-Guardians exer- 
cise over these claims for payment before they 
went to the Board? They examined them 
very closely, and sometimes rejected accounts 
if not in order 

He added that the salaries of dispensary 
doctors. had been increased in September, 
1920. That increase was sanctioned by the 
Local Government ‘Board. It applied only to 
tural dispensary doctors, and consequently 
when the payments were put before the Vice- 
‘juardians they refused it, as they intended 
to appeal to the Minister. He thought that 
the increase had not been paid since. 

THE SUBSIDIARY ACCOUNT. 

In reply to further questions he said that as 
regards the subsidiary account he included 
that in the account, and the Vice-Guardians 
produced vouchers for all payments out of the 
account each month. So far as he could tell 
the reason for this account was to meet 
emergency payments. 

Continuing his evidence, he said that since 
the appointment of the Vice-Guardians there 
was little other business done at meetings of 
the Board than payments of accounts. Some- 
times they criticised the actions of the Vice- 
Guardians. (Laughter.) 

Did these meetings consider correspon- 
dehice? No; not unless something special was 
addressed to the Vice-Guardians. They did 
not consider ordinary correspondence, 

Correspondence addressed to you as Clerk 
of the Union—was that considered’ There 
might be a direction to bring special matter 
before them; otherwise Í sent correspondence 
down to Mr. Langford or Mr. Higgins. Un- 
less there was a special request letters were 
not read at meetings of the Guardians. 

ie custom was to send these letters to 
the Vice-Guardians’ Yes; and the Vice- 
Guardians did a good deal of correspondence 
themselves with the Ministry, of which |! 
have no knowledge whatever. 5 

The witness said that further changes were 
made in the system of contracts. The Vice- 
Guardians made the contracts. They adver- 
tised in certain cases, and did not advertise 
in more. 

How did vou understand your relations to 
the Vice-Guardians’? To do as much as I 
could that they told me to do. 

Were they not competent, under the terms 
of their appointment, to do the ordinary 
business of the Board of Guardians? Oh, 
yes; | acted under the Vice-Guardians before 
tor lá years. 

The Chairman—Have you any record of 
complaint or complaints made by the 
recipients of outdoor relief? Not by the 
recipients themselves. I have no record 
made of any cumplaints whatever in regard 
to the receipt of relief, except a document 
read conceruing the Vice-Guardians’ adminis- 
tration, in which complaints were made of 
various sorts. 

Where did these complaints come ‘from? 
The principal one came from Mr. Good. 

No recipient of indoor or outdoor rélief 
wrote a letter complaining of the hardship 
inflicted on them by the action of the Vice- 
Guardians? I have no record. 

You never received -such letters? I may 
have, but if I did, I would send it to the 
Vice-Guardians. I do not recollect receiving 
any. 

The Chairman—In

SEAMAN’S DEATH ON BOARD.

After a somewhat confused discussion 
the report was adopted. It recommended 
that the salaries of the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman should be on the same 
scale as those of the Speaker and Deputy- 
Speaker of the Dail, and that first-class 
railway vouchers should be provided for 
senators. 

As to officials, the Committee suggested 
that Major-General Dalton should become 
clerk to the Senate at a salary of £1,000 a 
vear, and that the posts of assistant clerk 
and second assistant clerk, which carry 
salaries of £700 and £500, shouM be filled 
by Mr. Donal J. O'Sullivan and Mr. 
Diarmuid Coffey respectively. 

The Auditor-General Bill was: passed 
through all its stages, and then there was 
a discussion about appointing committees 
to consider various subjects. 

Mr. Gerald. FitzGibbon occupied the 
chair in the Dail, and at his request the 
Committee stage of the Amnesty Bill was 
postponed. Progress was made with the 
Committee stage of the Electoral Bill. 


THE SENATE: 


COMMITTEE’S REPORT 
ON APPOINTMENTS. 


The Senate re-assembled yesterday after the 
hristmas recess. 

At 3.9 o’clock the Chairman (Lord Glenary) 
called the Senate to order by a slight touch 
of the bell on his table. Immediately the 
members who were standing about the room 
proceeded to their seats, and those in the 
retiring rooms came into the Chamber. 

Lord Kerry and Mr. Counihan took the 
oath. 

The Chairman. explained that there were 
really two reports of the Committee on 
Articles 21 and 23 of the Constitution, and 
saggested appointments and remuneration of 
ofhcers of the Senate. That arose in this 
wav. The Committee, in the first instance, 
was appointed to deal with the questin of 
the Chairman and Denuty Chairman, as well 
as the question of the remuneration of the 
Senators and facilities for trav ling. It 
was obvious that neither the Chairman 
nor the Deputy Chai-san shovld take any 
part m the proceedings of the Committee at 
that stage. Accordingly the first report was 
@ report from that first Committee. 

Subsequentiy, when the ot’..r report came 
hefore the Senate, and they were asked to 


the Senate to deal with, and that they might 
pi be left in the way proposed in para- 
graph “C.” Important officials, of course, 
would be subject to the appointment of the 


Senate. 


After considerable discussion, paragraph 
“C” of the report was altered to read in two 
sections as follows :— 

“(c) That the appointment and terms of 
office of any minor officials that may be re- 
ome be left to the Chairman and Deputy- 

airman, subject to the approval of the 
Senate. 

“The appointment of all the above-named 
officials to be in the first instance for one 
year only.” 

Lord Kerry suggested that the word “ cem- 
mencing’’ in the paragraph relating to the 
remuneration of the rk, Assistant Clerk, 
and Second Assistant Clerk be deleted. 

The Chairman explained that this re- 
commendation only dealt with the appoint- 
ment of the officers mentioned ‘‘ for one vear.”’ 
It would be essential for the Committee, ard 
a duty. yet to be discharged, to draw up a 
scheme which would regulate the duties, 
pension right, if any, etc., for these officials, 
The reason the Committee had not yet ap- 
proached ‘their task was because a scheme was 
being prepared in the Dail in regard to the 
officials ‘of that House. 

The Committee considered it desirable that 
their proposals should run on parallel li: es, 
and hence they were waiting unti! the scheme 
in course of preparation for the other House 
had been completed. : 

With regard to the point raised by Lord 
Kerry, the Committee thought that it was 
quite clear that the figures mentioned ss the 
remuneration of the Clerk and assistant clerke, 
respectively, were mot fixed for all time. 
They wished it to appear by inference that 
they. should be subject to increments or in- 


creases, 
DELETED. 


It was agreed to delete the word ‘ 
mencing.’” 

The Chairman pointed out that the motion 
for the adoption of the report was before the 
House. 

Senator Farren explained that he would be 
compelled to vote against it for the reason 
that he had stated in the report. He had 
dissented from the portion of the report 
referring to the appointment of Clerk. 

He did not intend to go over the grounds 
of his objection again, but he would be ccn- 
sistent in voting against it, 

Colone! Moore—I.am in the same position. 

The Chairman explained that both Senator 
Farren and Senator Col. Moore signed the 
report subject to their dissent from the recom- 
mendation as to the clerkship. Their dissent 
was purely in regard to the particular recom- 
mendation referred to, and it was to be taken 
that as regarded the rest of the report they 
were in agreement with their colleagues. 

Senator Farren—Yes. 

e motion for the adoption of the report 
was then put and carried. 

Senator P. W. Kenny he 
wished to say that he could rot 
find any justification for the (om- 
mittee recommending the names of certam 
people for the appointments. He held that 
the Committee’s terms of reference had been 
explicit—to report on their suggested arrange- 
ments for appointments, remuneration, etc., 
of Senate officials—-and he held that these 


com- 


said that 


deal with the suggested appointment of aj terms had been exceeded. 


Seuate staff, the Senate thought it right that 
the names of the Chairr.an and Deputy Chair- 
man should be added to the Committee. The 
report before them was really an interim 
report, becanee they had not completed the 
task allotted to them. 

The appointments, according to the deter- 
mination of the Senate, were to be for one year 
only. It would be for the Committee to deal 
with the duties and remuneration, and in so 
far as increments and salaries were concerned 
in the case of permanent officials. The Com- 
mittee would also have to consider the ap- 
pointment of an advisory counsel to assist 
the Chairman and Deputy Chairman, as well 
as give his opinion on public and private 
bills, and to assist the Senate and staff on any 
matters thet might arise. ) 


RECOMMENDATIONS, 


The second portion of the Committee's re- 
port contained the following :— 

“H was decided to make the following 
recommendations to the Seanad :— 

“(e) That a Clerk, Assistant Clerk, and 
Second Assistant Clerk, the latter to act also 
ag Secretary to the Cathaoirleach, be ap- 
pointed, and that the commencing remunera- 
fion to these officials be es follows :—-Clerk, 
£1.000 per annum; Assistant Clerk, £700 per 
anm'sn; 
annum. 

“ (+) That Maior-C oral Dalton be ap- 
pointed Clerk: that Dona] J. O’Se'livan be 
appointed Assistant Clerk; and Diarmuid 
Cofley Second Assistant Clerk and Secretary 
to the Cathaoirleach. 

“(e) That the appointmenf and terms of 
offer of any minor officials that may be 
required he left to the Cathaoirleach and 
LeasCatliacirieach, and that the appointment 
of the above-named officials be, in the first 
instance. for one year only. 

“ {d) That the reporting of the proceedings 
of the Seanad be arranged jointly with the 
Dail. with a joint editor of the official reports 
of both Houses. The editor and staff, m 
matters concerning the rveportins of Seanad 
proceedings to act onder the control of the 
Clerk of the Seanad.” 

Senators Moore ard Farren signed’ the re- 
port subject to their dissent from the recom- 
mendation as to clerkship. 

Sit Thomas Esmonde moved, and Dr. Siger- 
gon seconded. the adoption of the report. 

Mr. MacKean said that at their last meet- 
ing. when this matter came up for considera- 
tion, the Chairman pointed out that the 
Committee then appointed had exceeded its 
Eas and justly administered a slight re- 

uke to them for doing go. 

What mnst be the astonishment of the 
Senators when they found. a few dave after- 
wards. that this same Committee had ap- 
parently flagrantly violated its privileges in 
putting an advertisement in the daily papers 
asking for applications for those positions * 
He thought that before that was done the 
Committee should have brought its report be- 
fore that House. ao that the House could go 
mto the various details of the appointments. 

The Chairman said that he thought the 
Senator was under a misapprehension. In 
order to give to the Committee the very 
powers which it had thought“it possessed in 
the first instance the second reference back to 
them was a reference to consider and make 
suggestions as to the appointments and also 
as to the remunerations of the officials. It 
was put in that form deliberately by the 
Senate, and the Committee considered it was 
their duty to take all the necessary steps to 
aecertain the names of suitable and eligible 
candidates. 

The Committee interviewed st least a dozen 
of gentlemen who sent in their names, and 
ppent dave over the matter. That second 
feport was the result of their labours. 

‘They. were of opinion—and, speaking for. 
himself, he thought rightiy—that it would not 
be right or proper for them to make recom- 
mendationa as to ticular names unless, and 
until, they had publicly advertised that these 
positions were vacant, so that anyone who 
wished to apply might have the fullest oppor- 
timity of doing so.

He dealt with the great difficulty ex- 
perienced in having resolutions recorded, and 
eaid that was why the Committee had come 
forward with an interim report. They were 
anxious to get their clerks immediately, and 
régulorise the business of the House. 

The Senator might, at least, give him credit 
that, when he was himself satisfied that the 
first Committee exceeded its powers, so far 
as lay in his power, he took good cars that 
the second Committee would do nothing of the 
kind. Speaking for himself, he had no hesita- 
tion in saying that the Committee had, on the 
second occasion, acted strictly within the 
terms of reference. 

Mr. Kenny declared that he had no fault 
to find with the present Clerk, “but if he dis- 
tinguished himself as a military man, surely 
the Army was a sufficiently larger and im- 
portant service to find him a fitting post.” 

The Chairman had stressed the qualifica- 
tions requisite for the Clerkship. Whether 
the present Clerk had these qualifications, he 
(Mr. Kenny) was not prepared to say. Ii the 


Committee had reported on the qualifications 


of the applicants, and submitted them to the 
House, the House probably would have pre- 
ferred to appoint a special Commitiee to go 
into them. 

The Chairman said that the report had now 
been adopted by the House. 


AUDITOR-GENERAL. 
SENATE AND MONEY BILLS. 


The Comptroller and Auditor-General Bill 
was next discussed. 

A. question was immediately raised as to 
whether the Senate was in order in discus- 
sing this bill, as it was a money bill. | 

The Chairman said that they were entitled 


to do this, even if it were regarded as af be lost. 


Money Bill, and that they were entitled 
to make suggestions in regard to it. But 
he had not considered the question whether 
it ‘was in fact a money bill or not. What 
he would suggest was that as this was a very 
urgent bill, dealing with the appointment of 
an official who should have been appointed at 
the beginning of the year, and no expendi- 
ture in the ordinary way could be incurred 
until be had been appointed, the Senate 
should take the same course as they had 
taken in regard to other argent bills, and 
that the Standing Orders be suspended in 
regard to this Bill. 

On the motion of Sir Thomas Esmonde, 
seconded by Mrs. Stopiord Green, the 
Standing Orders were suspended. . 

Sir Thomas Esmonde moved that the bill 
he passed an globo. He said that no cer- 
tificate from the Speaker of the other Honse 
had been received to the effect that this was 
a money bill. 

It was provided in the Constitution that 
the Speaker of the other House had to certify 
what was a money bill. This bill was ab- 
solutely necessary to appoint this officer, 
and was a matter of very great importance, 
this official being one of the most important 
they should have. 

Senator Thomas Farren (Labour) seconded 
the motion, and said that it was laid down 
ia: the Constitution that a certain official 
should be appointed and they should facilitate 
the Government in the matter as much as 
possible : 

, MATTER OF PRINCIPLE. 


Sénator James. Douglas said that he 
thought that. as a matter of principle they 
should put the bill to the House in all its 
stages, so that no Senator should be deprived 
of the opportunity of making a statement in 
regard to any particular part. iú 

He that there must be a certificate 
from the Speaker of the other House as to 
what bills should be regarded as money bills. 
He said that even if there were a certificate 
the Senate had power to dispute the bill. 
That was one of the Clauses in the Constitu- 
tion that was tolerably clear. 

The’ person appointed to the office of Comp- 
troller’ and. Auditor-General would be an 
official. who would be trusted by the whole 
Oireachtas of the people to see that no 
money was expended that had not been sanc- 
tioned by the Dail, or by both Houses. 

He would onlv expend money when he was 
satisfied that there was Jegal authority for 
such expenditure.. He thought that the im- 
portance of this office was generally under-

responsible for the appointment would get & 
really competent man to fill it, 

It was agreed to put the bill in all its 
stages, and the Chairman put the clauses 
and sections severally to the House. 

Senator Bennett said that he rather took 
exception to the retirement clause relating 
to the age of retirement. This official might 
be put into the. position at the age of 55 
years and go on to 70. He would like to 
insert a certain standard—say, 45 years of 
age—and would like to ensure that the 
Auditor-General should not be a man who 
wuld put in his 15 years and retire automati- 
cally. 

The Earl of Wicklow said that it was nse- 
less to pass up amendments that 
nobody would stop the bill for. 
It had been suggested that they should 
swallow it as a whole, and he thought that 
there was no good in going through it in the 
absence of a Minister or some other represen- 
tative of the Government. It was only a 
waste of time for Senators to suggest amend- 
in which very little of importance 


The bill was put through all its stages and 
declared passed. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that the bill 
should have been brought in by somebody. 
Nobody had brought it in. The Chairman 
would have to put it down in the name of 
somebod ¢. ; 
—_— James Douglas said that they had 
stfkpended the Standing Orders in regard to 
it. 

The Chairman—I think the proceedings so 
fay are very orderly. (Laughter.) 


CANADA’S LOSS. 
DESTRUCTION OF HISTORIC 
CHURCH. 


Senator Sir T. Grattan Esmonde moved the 
following resolution :— i 

“That Seanad Eireann desires to convey to 
the people of Canada the expression of its 
sympathy with them in the destruction of 
Notre Dame Cathedral at Montreal, and to 
associate itself with them in their regret In 
the loss of their oldest national monument. 
And that copies of this resolution be trans- 
mitted to the President of the Canadian 
Senate at Ottawa, and to His Eminence 
Cardinal Begin, Archbishop of Quebec.” 

He said that he desired that the Senate of 
Ireland should associate itself in sympathy 
with their sister nation of Canada in the loss 
she had sustained by the destruction of the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame at Montreal. This 
loss to Canada was nothing short of a national 
calamity. 

Notre Dame was the religious centre of 
Quebec. It was Canada’s ‘oldest historical 
monument. It was the most interesting church 
historically in North America, and one of the 
most interesting churches in the world. Those 
of them who had been privileged to worship 
in that venerable shrine could especially feel 
for Canada in the destruction of that heauti- 
ful building, with its historical. associations 
and the treasures of art it contained. 

He invited the Senate to approve of the 
resolution as no mere perfunctory expression, 
but as a genuine conscious effort to convey to 
the Canadian people their strong feeling of 
sympathy with them in their great misfortune, 
for the world and their civilisation were tae 
poorer for their loss. 

Senator Irwin seconded. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 
COLONEL MOORE’S PROPOSAL. 


Colonel Moore moved-—‘‘ That a Committee 
be appointed to consider and report as soon 
as possible on the advisability of establishing 
Standing Committees of Seanad Eireann to 
study and advise the Seanad from ‘time to 
time on the following gubjects or some of 
them :—Finance, agrici™fure and fisheries, 
foreign affairs, commerce and manufactures, 
defence. home and local government, educa- 
tion, fine arts, labour, and to draw up & 
scheme for the organisation of these Com- 
mittees. 

The Committee to consist of the follow- 
ing :—Senators Jameson, Butler, Parkinson, 
Moore, Dowdall, Sir Bryan Mahon, Sir John 
Keane, Mrs. Wyse Power, Yeates, Farren, 
MacLysaght.”’ 

Colonel Moore said that just before 
Christmas he brought in a somewhat similar 
resolution, but some slight exception was 
taken to it because the Senators said they had 
not had time to consider it He, therefore. 
withdrew it. 

On this occasion he had made a change in 
the resolution. With regard to the names 
he had put on the Committee, they were only 
names that he had put down because he was 
bound by the Standing Orders to put down a 
list of names. He had selected those that 
he had put down, not knowing in the least 
whether they approved of the motion or 
whether they were prepared to go on the 


It was necessary that they should take this 
step, because the Constitution of the Senate 
was very different to what it was in other 
places. In that House they were without the 
guidance of Ministers, which was, perhaps, 
unfortunate. and must organise themselves 
in some method. 

He proposed the resolution in order that all 
subjects brought before them might be pro- 
perly discussed, and that the members might 
understand, might be educated into, par- 
ticular. subjects on which they were to legis- 
late. He hoped, also, that the proposed 
system would prevent caucuses, which he 
hoped they never would ret. 

He thought that the Senate had power 
to prepare bills and sent them to the Dail, 
and he thought it a very important thing that 
the Senate should do so. It was fiet at all 
necessary that all the particular’ subjects he 
mentioned. should have Committees, It was 
quite possible that there were other subjects 
which should have Committees. 

“1 hope,” concluded Colonel Moore, .“ that 
it will enable us to get credit in the country, 
and that the country will rely ‘upon the 
Senate as a very business-like assembly, 
capable of doing some definite work. 

Mrs. Wyse Power formally seconded» the 
motion. 

POSTPONEMENT URGED. 

Mr. W. B. Yeats: suggested that Colonel 
Moore should postpone his motion again. He 
was afraid that if Colone! Moore brought his 
resolution to a vote now it would probably 
He (Mr. Yeats) thought that it. was 
necessary for them to know something of each 
other. before they could form such a Com- 
mittee, certainly before they could form Com- 
mittees on such subjects as were suggested 
by Senator Moore They should do nothing 
now that would injure their chances of carry- 
ing out such a project a little later. 

Mr.. Yeats pointed out that in the 
Lower House there were already Ministers for 
most of the subjects mentioned, and they 
might find it highly desirable to form Com- 
mittees on subjects which had not Ministers in 
the»Lower Honse. For instance, there was 
no Ministry of Public Health, and certainly 
he. himself was very anxious to see a Com- 
mittee appointed to look after the interests of 
the Fine Arts. 

Mr. Donglas then moved as an amendment 
the deletion of all words after ‘‘ Committee ” 
to ‘“‘ Labour,” and to substitute the following 
words :—‘“‘ Appointed either by the Seanad 
alone or jointly by the Seanad and the Dail, 
and to suggest to the Seanad the purpose, 
method of appointment, and duties of any 
Committees that may be recommended.” 

The Chairman said that he understood that 
Senator Yeats intended to move that the 
consideration of the matter be postponed. 

Mr. Yeats then proposed, and Mr. O’Brien 
seconded, that the matter be postponed. 

Colonel Moore pointed out to Mr. Yeats 
that his motion only proposed the appoint- 
ment of a committee to go into the desirability 
of having Standing Committees on particular 
subjects. 

The Cheirman—Your Committee that you 
propose is only for the purpose of considering 
and determining whether it would be desir: 
able to have such Standing Committees at all 
or not?

Mr. Douglas said that he could, if neces- 
sary, move his amendment at a later stage. 
He thought tliat if the names were removed 
from the motion and it was made clear that 
it was simply a Committee of the Senate to 
inquire into and report on later. on, that 
would meet the wishes of Senator Yeats, be- 
cause it would postpone any immediate action 
and enable members of the Senaté to get to 
know each other. 

He thonght that they would make more 
progress if a certain number of Committees 
on more suitable subjects were appoin to 
the Senate. He thought that it would be er 
tremely helpful to both Houses if Joint Com-

Mr. Douglas’ then formally moved his 
amendment, which was seconded by Mr.

Sir Thomas Eemonde said that he thought 
Mr. Dongles’s proposal an admirable one.

CARRIED TOO FAR. 


Mr. Andrew Jameson said that he thought 
the drift of the resolution of .Colone]l Moore 
was carrying the Senate a very long way. 
They had not had any discussion at all as to 
the advisability of these Standing Committees. 

or the real purpose of doing business he did 
not . think pores Committees, were good 
things at all. . Why should they appoint a 
Committee to do a thing for itself? 

The Senate ought to settle whether or not 
they would have Standing Committees. He 
believed that Senator Yeats’s resolution was 
the right ome. ¢y had not had 
time to consider this very large question 
and to know each other oe in order to 
recognise the. people who ought to go on 
these ‘committees. He hoped that tbe 
Senate would ‘be persuaded to establish com- 
mittees for definite purposes when the ques- 
tion, arose, let such committees be 
appointed only for a definite purpose and 
then end. (Hear, hear.) : 

* If Senator Yeats. had only left his 
amendment where it was, declared Mr. 
Jamesén, “I would have. spoken strongly in 
favour~of it.”’ oe 

‘Phe Chairman—Senstor Yeats withdrew his 
amendment, bat it is quite open to any other 
Senator to move it now. 

Mr. Jameson—Well, 1 move it. 

Mr. Doúglás— The only difference between 
Senator Jameson and myself is that I think 
the whole Senate could discuss the matter 
bettér' having ‘feccived a report than -it could 
do so otherwise. 


NO MINISTERS. 


The Chairman said that he attached very great 
importance to the amendment propo by 
Senator Donglas, because .the moment they 
got their House in order and roceeded to 
enter .systematically: upon the business en- 
trusted to them they would find that they 
were up against difficulties because of the 
absence of Ministers and the absénce of means 
of inter-communication between the two 
Houses. . 

The great benefit of Mr. Dóuglas'a amend- 
ment was that, having regard to the work 
they would have to-do, it had the effect of 
enabling them to get those joint committees 
into work at the earliest: moment. It-did not 
pledge the Senate to anything, but gave them 
the fullest. opportanity of discussing the whole 
question when the report came up. 

Mr. Douglas's amendment was then put to 
the Senate and passed. 

On the motion of Mr. McLysaght, seconded 
by Mr. Bennett, the names of the Chairman 
and Deputy Chairman were added to the 
committee, as was the name of Mr. Moran, on 
the suggestion of Mrs. Wyse Power. 

The Chairman mentioned that 
Moore had not specified a qaorum. 

Colonel Moore—Well, the original number 
was ten, but it is now thirteen—a rather un- 
fortunate’ number. (Laughter.) 

The Chairman—tThere’s luck odd 
numbers. 

The qnorum was fixed at five. 

Before the motion for the adjournment, 

The Chairman said that the position was 
that the other House wonld have no further 
basiness teady for them before the 16th at 
the earliest. - At present, in their initial 
state, they had devised no business for them- 
selves. In the interval he hoped the sug- 
gestion of Senator Moore would be taken ap, 
and that .members would begin to devote 
themselves. to the stody of the particular 
subject in which they took special interest. 

Later on they might promote legislation 
which would to some extent, perhaps, relieve 
the burden of the other House. The Senate 
might initiate legislation on non-contentious 
matters that would be of benefit to the coun- 
try, and relieve the other House, nntil they 
got their own House in order. Until their 
members began to find their feet under them 
they could not hope for very much in that re- 
spect. 

He hoped that they would apply their 
energies in that direction as mach as possible, 
because it would give the Senate work to do. 
Meanwhile, he snggested that they should 
not definitely fix the 16th ae the date of re- 
assembly, as be was not quite certain that 
there -would he bnsiness available even by 
that date. If they were willing to leave it to 
him, he would snmmon them on the earliest 
date upon which they would be required. It 
was entigely a matter for the House. 

On the motion of Sir Thomas Famonde. 
seconded by Colonel Sir Hutcheson Poé. the 
Senate adjourned, the Chairman to call the 
members together, as suggested, when re 


quired.

TERMS OF PEACE. 


Aj the Dail yesterday (Mr. Gerald Fitz- 
Gibbon’ in fhe chair) Mr. Darrell Fiegis asked 
the President il his attention had been drawn 
to a letter which appeared in the Dublin 
Press onthe Sth‘inst.,-outlining. nine condi- 
tions. on which peace may be assured in fre- 
land: if these-conditions had: been: commnuni- 
cated. to hit. officially ; and what action the 
Executive Council was. taking, or proposed to 
take, in the matter. 

The President said that he had seen the 
letter referred to. The answer to the second 
part of the question was in the negative; and 
to the third nart “ None.”’ goin 


POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

In reply to. a: question by Mr. Figgis with 
reference-to three prisoners named McKinstry, 
Kearney, and Laverty, now lying. in Derry 
Jail under sentence-of ten years’ penal servi- 
tude, who were: '' arrested-on October 21 while 
actually on police duty in Belfast (under the 
Miniatry of the Second Dail), and if the 
President: would make representations to the 
British Government to have these men te- 
leased,”” i 

The President said that from a letter re- 
ceived by the Government on behalf of these 
prisoners it would appear that the circum- 
stances under which they were arrested, as 
set. out in the question, are correctly stated. 
McKinstry bad been sentenced to ten years’ 
penal servitude (three vears remitted), and the 
other two to five years’ penal servitude each. 

ese prisoners ‘were classified as political 
prisoners, and were on the list. of such sent to 
London last April for the Collins-Craig confer- 
ence. The Irish Government at the time 
actually pushed for the release of all these 
political prisoners, and it was understood that 
as the result of the Lendon conference this 
would be effected. 

Sir James Craig, however, asserted that 
there was a misunderstanding at London, and 
that it wonld be possible to include in an 
amnesty only those persons who had com- 
mitted technical offences owing to their politi- 
eal. views. The Government had not neglected 
any opportanity to urge the release of politi- 
cal prisoners since December, 1921. 

Mr. Figgis—Arising out-of that answer, 
would it be possible. in your judgment, to 
have these and other ¢imilar cases raise 
again in the immediate future as between this 
Government and. the British Government,- or 
as between this Government and the Belfast 
Government’ j 

The President—I think the last. part of my 
answer indicates that we do not intend to 
neglect any opportunity. 


INCOME TAX. 


The President, replying to a‘question by Mr. 
Figgis, said -that special: arrangements were 
already in operation with regard to the collec- 


tion of income tax on rents'that were being’ 


made on land; but in the present state of the 


| national finances he was not prepeted to 


grant any general dispensation from prompt 
payment of income tax. 


MOTOR TAXES. 


In answer to Mr. Figgis, Mr. Blythe, 
Minister for Local Government, said tha 
representations were made towards the close 
of last year that the horse-power tax on 
private motor cars was inequitable, and he 
found that he was empowered to make regula- 
tions as regards the mode of calculation of 
horse-power in the case of privately-owned 
vehicles, Such regulations had been made, 
and. they came into force as from the Ist 
inst. They resulted in reductions in taxation 
on several of the cars most generally used. 

e law as it stands precludes a variation 
in the tax on motor vehicles, tractors, and 
commercial goods vehicles, etc., which are 
taxed on weight, or on hire cars (including 
chars-a-bancs), taxed on seating capacity. 

He understood that the motor-spirit tax, 
which was in force some years ago, was 
abolished on account of various administrative 
and other @fficulties, such as the definition of 
motor-spirit, the difficulties in rebates for in- 
dustrial and aviation purposes, the taxation 
on steam and electric vehicles, and the use of 
paraffin and paraffin mixtures. 

The most careful consideration possible was 
necessary of the effects of any changes in the 
various forms of the esisting taxation, which 
rendered them different from the forms of 
taxation in use in Great Britain and in the 
North-Eastern counties. Those who advocated 
the immediate introduction of motor-spirit tax 
could not have informed themselves of the 
provisions of the existing law or concerned 
themselves with many businesslike precantions 
which would be essential if such tax were to 


be introduced. 
A DAMAGED BRIDGE. 


In answer to a question by Mr. Thomas 
Nagle with ‘regard to the repair of Belvelly 
Bridge, on the Cork-Queenstown line (Great 
Southern and Western Railway), 

Mr. Hogan (for Mr. McGrath) said that 
tenders had been invited for the repair of the 
bridge, and contractors were being pressed to 
expedite their tendeé’s. It was expected that 
the contract would be placed at an early date. 

The railway company’s estimate for it was 
£3,000, which showed that the suggestion that 
it'could be carried out in a day was entirely 
mistaken. It was not a fact that traffic on the 
line was held up; trains run to one side of the 
viaduct and connect up with trains on the 
other by means of a footway. 


SEIZED FISHING BOATS, 


In reply to a question by Mr. McBride as 
to whether during recent military operations 
a number of fishing boats were seized in Clew 
Bay and brought to Westport, 

The President (for General Mulcahy) said 
that the Minister of Defence was aware that 
fishing boats had been seized owing to 
their having been ased by irregulars to 
cross from. Achill to the Louisburgh area. 
Any hardship caused to the owners was re- 
gretted, and the boats would be returned at 
the earliest possible moment. Claims for 
damage to the boats while under seizure would 
be adjudicated upon by a Board which was 
about to be set up to deal with cases of this 


type. 

Tá reply to a supplemental guestion by Mr. 
McBride, : 

The President said that people must realise 
that ‘they could not be permitted to facilitate 
Irregulars, and at the same time claim com- 
pensation for damage done by the Irregulars. 
They could not have it both ways. 


AMNESTY BILL, 


The Deputy Chairman (Mr. G. FitzGibbon, 
K.C., Dublin University) eaid that owing to 
the indisposition of the Chairman he was put 
in the position that he could not move the 
amendments to the Amnesty Bill which stood 
in his name, and he asked the House if it 
would postpone them. 

The House agreed to postpone crnsidera- 
tion of the Committee stage of the bill. 


ELECTORAL BILL. 
THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
FRANCHISE. 


The Committee stage of the Electoral 
was then taken. 

The Minister for Local Government (Mr. 
Ernest Blythe) moved Clause 1 of the bill, 
which, he said, simply gave effect to the pro- 
visions of the Constitution. 

Section 1 provides for registration once, as a

Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) said 
yr abe would be an advantage, if it were pos- 
at “& later stage, to have all the dis- 
qualifications which the bill was intended to

The Minister for Local Government, said 
that they could consider that when the clause 
setting out the disqualifications was reached. 

Alderman O’Brien (Labour, Dablin City) 
moved an amendment to the sub-section deal- 
ing with ‘‘ business premises,”’ the object of 
which, he said, was to minimise the undue 
multiplicity of votes, but he withdrew it on 
the Minister of Local Government accepting 
the principle of it. 

It was agreed that Clause 1 should stand 
part of the bill. 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that he did not propose to move Clause 2 of 
the bill, which continued the law as it at pre- 
sent existed. The opinion of the Government 
was that the question of Local Government 
franchise must be dealt with in relation to the 
whole question of Local Government 

Consideratién was being given to the -ques- 
tion, and it was hoped that a bill carrying out 
various reforms in Local Government would be 
brought before the House before many 
months. It was for this reason that he. did 
not propose to move Clause 2 of the bill. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County), 
agreed that it was better to discuss the ques- 
tion of Local Government franchise separ- 
ately, unless the Government was prepared 
frankly and fully to equalise franchise. between 
Parliamentary and Local Government elec- 
tions. The amendments which the Labour 
Party had intended to move were designed 
to that end. 

Clanses 3 and 4, dealing with the registra- 
tion of women and joint occupiers of premises 
were dealt with in the same manner. The 
Minister did not move them. 

SENATE ELECTORS. 

The Minister for Local Government moved 
Clanse 5. which states—‘‘ Every person, with- 
cut distinction of sex, who is a citizen of 
Saorstat Eireann and has attained the age of 
thirty years and is not subject to any legal 
incapacity, whether imposed by this Act or 
otherwise, shall be entitled to be registered 
as a Senatorial elector in the constituency 
in which he or she is registered as a Parlia- 
mentary elector.”’ 

Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) 
moved as an amendment to delete all words 
from ‘ without” to ' otherwise’’ inclusive, 
and to substitute the words: ‘‘who is en- 
titled to be registered as a Parliamentary 
elector, and who has attained the age of 
thitty years.” He said that unless the House 
passed a special Act dealing with electors to 
the Senate the qualifications of an elector to 
the Parliament did not apply to an elector to 
the Senate. Perhaps the Minister would 
think it over. 

The Minister of Local Government said that 
he would think the matter. over, and would 
consider it in the next stage. 

Mr. Johnson did not proceed with his 
amendment, and it was agreed that Clause 5 
should stand part of the bill. 

Mr. Blythe moved Clause 8: ‘‘ No member 
of any police force on full pay may be regis- 
tered as a Parliamentary or Senatorial elector 
or vote at any Parliamentary or Senatorial 
election or at a referendum.’’ 

He said that this matter was pretty fully 
considered by the Dail when the resolutions 
on the subject were before it, ahd it was felt 
on the whole that the balance of advantage 
Jay with keeping the members of the police 
force off the register. One of the main 
objects. was that impartiality in these matters 
was better safeguarded by their not being able 
to vote and their being protected from the 
efforts of a canvass to draw them into the 
party politics of the area in which they were 
stationed. and in which the need for their 
impartiality would exist. 

Mr. Figgis (Co. Dublin) said that the right 
of a citizen to vote should not be taken away 
from policemen. It was tacking on to the bill 
a bad provision of the past: There was not 
a single country in which the right of voting 
was taken from the police. 

If it should happen to lead to abuse that 
could be dealt with, but to withdraw from 
them .this right would be a most unhappy 
on He moved that Clause 8 be de- 
eted. 


“ DEGRADING.” 

Mr. T. Johnson (Dublin County) -said that 
it seemed to him to deprive policemen by law 
of the right to vote was to place them in the 
same category as criminals, Junatics, and 
paupers, and went far to degrade them. 

He could see some argument in favour of 


_making a regulation of the force that they 


should not take part in political activities, so 
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| that they could make it a tradition of .the 


force that they would not exercise the 
vote; but it was a different thing 
from laying it down as a statutory condition 
that on entering. the force these men were 
deprived of the rights of citizenship. 

e would appeal to the Ministry to allow 
the amendment to be carried. If later it was 
considered necessary that some limitation of 
their powers and rights should be put. into 
operation th@t could be done by an order to 
the force. 

The Deputy Chairman ruled Mr. Figgis's 
amendment out of order. The motion was 
that the clause stand part of the bill. 

Mr. McGoldrick (Donegal) said that he 
hoped that the Minister would stand firm 
behind the clause and not allow policemen to 
be drawn into political struggles. 

Mr. O’Shannon (Louth-Meath) said that 
Mr. McGoldrick had sbown the want of 
confidence which Deputy Johnson had referred 
to. The exercise by policemen of the fran- 
chise would not, in his opinion, embroi!l them 
in. political struggles up and down the 
country. Of course, nobody desired that the 
police should side with one particular party 
against another party. 

He saw no valid reason why the policeman 
should not have all the rights of the citizen. 
The danger which was feared would be much 
greater in the case of the military. 

Alderman A. Byrne (Dublin City) said that 
he thougif that the police force ought to be 
allowed the same rights as other citizens. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he thonght that 
there was an air of unreality about the dis- 
cussion. There had been no advertence to the 
realities of the situation—the present con- 
dition of the country and the fact that the 
largest of these forces was passing through a 
very delicate stage of development. 

o talk as if this country was in a settled 
condition was to talk of the thing which was 
not. Nothing had been said that would in- 
duce him to withdraw the clause. The 
country was reverting from a revolutionary 
period, and one of its forces was only in the 
process of training. While he was very pleased 
with its discipline, it would be idle to say 
that it was an ideal fully developed force. 

He would not subject these men to the 
strain of being canvassed in an election, but 
when the force reached its full stage of dis- 
cipline then the decision might be altered.

Mr. Figgis said that if this clause was 
right for the police force, then it was clearly 
right for the Army. The Minister had said 
that. there was one force in a delicate stage of 
discipline. Then, if the clause was intro- 
duced at all, it would be better to have it 
introduced for both forces, and then only as 
a regulation. , 

Mr. O’Shannon said that the Army was 
numerically the larger force and it was sub- 
ject to the same influences as the police. 
Therefore the objections urged to police. vot- 
ing would lie more strongly in the case of the

Alderman Byrne said he was thoroughly 
satisfied with the statement of the Minister 
that when things were normal this matter 
would he reviewed. 

Mr. O’ Higgins said Deputy Byrne was read- 
ing too much into what he had stated. What 
he (Mr. O'Higgins) had stated was that when 
things improved and the situation altered it 
would be possible to remove that particular 
clause. 

The relations of the police force to the people 
were different from the relations of the Army. 
It would be a bad and a dangerous thing 
if a particalar barracks or particular officers 
were to take on a definite political complexion 
and get the reputation of being very rabid 
partisans. Then, if a man wanted to lodge 
a complaint, he might be told:.‘* Don’t 
near that barracks, as they are a pack 
' Bolshies.’ ”’ 

It was only a very unfortunate state 
a‘taigs that caused the army of the country t 
be uted against a section of the population. 
Normally they would be used to afford pro- 
tection to the whole country against outside 
enemies, and their normal relations with the 
citizens were not of the same delicate nature 
as the police. That was his reply to Deputy

THE SOLE OBJECT. 

Mr. Blythe said that it was not a question 
as to how the police might vote. Their 
numbers would be infinitesimal as far as in- 
fluencing an election was concerned, and the 
sole object was to keep the police out of 
politics as far as it eas possible to do ao. 

He thought that it was much better to 
exclude them. from the franchise by Aci of 
Parliament than by a departmental order. 

Mr. William O’Brien (Labour, Dublin City) 
said that there might be a big question, such 
as the participation of the country in a 
foreign war, and in that event it would he 
unfair to exclude the police from voting as 
citizens as well as policemen. 

Mr. Blythe said that the dangers 
somewhat less in the case of a referendum. 
The same arguments applied, but mm a par- 
ticular case m a referendum there might be 
a greater need for their disfranchisement than 
in an ordinary election. 

Professor Magennis (National University) 
said that whether a policeman should exercise 
the franchise or not was governed solely by 
the question of public advantege. He was 
entrusted with the protection of the public, 
and yet he was not to have anv voice in the 
system of the government of the country. 

The more they did to make him a better 
citizen and give him the highest conception 
of his duty to the State, the more they would 
act to the public advantage. It was most 
ezsential that they should not put the brand 
of disfranehisement upon the police force.

THE REGISTER. 

When the clauses dealing with the register 
were under discussion, Mr. Blythe said that 
for the present the preparation of the register 
must be left in the hands of the Clerks of the 
Crown and Peate. But with regard to sub- 
sequent registers there would probably, in the 
meantime, be legislation dealing with the 
oflice of Clerks of the Crown and Peace. 

A Committee was being set up to inquire 
into the entire system of the edminstration 
of the law, and. he had no doubt that 
changes would follow. from the report. of that 
Committee which very likely would recom- 
mend the abolition of the existing office of the 
Clerks of the Crown and Peac?. Some other 
office: would be set up to deal with these 
functions. 

should happen that the office was 

. there was a clause ir. the Constitu- 
tion under which the question of compensa- 
tion would arise. If the Government were to 
take from any Clerk of the Crown and Peace 
their duties under the present Act, with 
regard to the preparation of the next register, 
they would be depriving them of a sub- 
stantial portion of their income, and that 
would immediately raise the question of 
compensation. 

He thought that it was not desirable that 
that question should be raised, or that it 
should be complicated py dealing only with 
a portion of the duties of these officers. He 
thought that there could be no doubt that a 
change in the judiciary system would bring 
about the abolition of the office of Clerk of 
the Crown and Peace, which in many in- 
stances was a sinecure.
